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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . According to the "Amendment" received March 29, 2004 claim 1 5 has been 
amended; claims 1-14 and 16-28, have been canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 5 and 29-37 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 29-37 were allowed in a previous office action. 

With respect to claim 15, although it is known that a photon beam can be used to 
eject photoelectrons from a specimen, the prior art has not disclosed or made obvious 
using a photon beam as an auxiliary beam to provide charge control in an examining 
system that uses a primary beam to generate scattered electrons due to impingement of 
the primary beam onto a specimen.
